ALL FOH POLITICS. 

very strsnge note for Ik* President's sup 
porters to be sounding. They seem igno 
rant of tho fact that it is upon that very 
ground that Cleveland has been con- 
demned. The belief is, indeed, that it 
was politics, and but very little else, that 
controlled him in the one gigantic bli 
der which has ca-t a shadow over 
whole course in foreign affairs. What 
would his course buve been if Benjamin 
Harrison and John W. Foster had passed 
the Hawaiian complication along to him 
without action? There is a sort of friend 
ship to him in the feeling lhat his course 
would have been very different rrom 
what it was. But those men acted 
promptly, and left the American Flag 
where it had been raised. Mr. Cleveland 
had it hauled down, and nine men out of 
ten hold that be Was influenced in that 
action largely, if not solely, because of a 
desire to undo the work or his Republi 
can predecessor. 

Il it.noted to Mr. Cleveland's disad- 
vantage tbat such was not the old way in 
such matters. Earlier occurrences show 
that earlier American diplomacy was con 
ducted upon a different plan. The rule 
Inn wss to separate local politics rrom 
foreign affairs, and for one party as an 
other to stand up, even at some disad 
vantage abroad, to whatever bad been 
done officially in the name of the whole 
country. 

A very striking instance of this is quoted 
from the record of tiie Administration of 
Franklin Pierce, when the spirit of a con 
lention which in its larger phase had been 
raised by President Taylor was maintained 
with emphasis and success by General 
Pierce, thus insuring a^ntinuity of 
American purpose and policy. President 
Taylor wss a Whig. President Pierce 
was a Democrat. But both had been sol- 
diers, aud when it came to Ibe Flag and 
its full significance, no difference what- 
ever could be traced between^ the atli 
tudes they assumed 

The Star last Monday recited the inter- 
est manifested by President Taylor and 
indorsed by President Fillmore in the 
struggle of the Hungarians for freedom.

he had violated bis promise in returning 
from the United States, made, it was 
claimed, at the lime or his expulsion 
rrom Austria, and that Austria's jurlsdic 
tion over him was complete. Koszta not 
only insisted on his right to Amcrici 
proti ction, but pointed out lhat he was 
not, while in Smyrna, on Austrian soil, 
and that, moreover, he bad not come 
from tbe United States on any political 
or revolutionary errand. 

A NAVAL OFFICER'S DUTY. 

Tho American sloop or-war St. Louis 
came into the roads at 8myrna while tne 
case was up. Captain Ingraham, a South 
Carolinian or courage and address, was 
in command, and the American Consul 
Invited him into tbe managem 
Koszta's case. Captain Ingraham not 
only responded, but espoused Koszta's 
cause with enthusiasm, and in compsny 
with the American Consul went aboard 
the Austrian vessel, and joined in the de 
mand that Kotzta be turned over to the 
protection of the French Consul at 
Smyrna pending a report home and a 
thorough examination of the whole ques 
tion But the Austrian commander and 
the Austrian Consul held back, and after 
Captain Iagraham had returned to his 
ship he got an intimation that Koszta 
would be smuggled off that night into 
Austrian territory. 

CATTAIN PMllMft OMT. 

The American commander met the 
emergency instantly and like a man He 
sent word to the Austrian commander 
that Koszta must be delivered on shore 
to the French Consul by 4 o'clock or be 
(Ingraham) would lay his ship alongside 
and take him by force. Four o'clock 
came, willi no response, when Captain 
Ingraham, true to his word, drew up to 
the Austrian with his guus shotted and 
his decks cleared for action, and Koszta 
was unironed and sent ashore. The St. 
Louis was not at all formidable in her 
self. She probably would not have lived 
an hour before the guns or the other 
fellow. But the quiet but unmistakable 
air of business about tbe transaction, tbe 
American Flag at the masthead and the 
grit of the American sailor, who was 
sand to the center, carried the day. 

HIS ACTION Bl'STAINKD. 
There was. of course, a great outcry by 
Austria. The same Mr. HuUemann. who 
hid appeared ror Austria in tbe Dudley 
Mann affair, appeared ror her also in this 
affair, and. characterizing Captain Ingra- 
ham s acliou as tantamount to a declara- 
tion of war and an outrage, demanded 
that it be disavowed by this Government. 
William L. Marcy. the Secretary of Stale, 
replied In a long note-a model or iu 
kind— going over the" whole case, sup 
sorting Kotzta upon his bare declaration 
or an intention to become an American 
cit'/en and commending rather than disa 
vowing the course of Captain Ingraham. 
Even Congress took a hand, for it ap- 
proved of tbe conduct of tbe American 
commander by rormal resolution and 
presented a medal to him In addition 
to this he was made Chief of the Bureau 
or Ordnauce and Hydrography or the 
Navy Department, and enjoyed distin 



p uished attention as long as he remained 

in tbe service.
